Daring OSS Ag ent Captured 
Italian Citv Fro m German 
Garriso n Witho ut a Fi» lit

W ASHIXGTON~A lone U. S. 
Marine lieutenant, riding between 
two German officers in a Ger­ 
man jeep, captured a well-armed 
Italian fortress city virtually single 
handed. 
Lieutenant G. M. Hearn, 28, San 
Jose, Calif., volunteered for duty 
with the Office of Strategic Ser­ 
vices soon after he finished boot 
camp. He was a football player at 
San Jose State college when he 
enlisted. After being graduated 
from every OSS training school, 
Hearn was sent to headquarters of 
the American Army in Italy. 
For months he worked with Ital­ 
ian Partisans, landing secretly on 
the northern Adriatic coast, co­ 
ordinating their activities and sup­ 
plying them with American arms. 
He had about 60 Partisans wdth 
him on April 27, 1945. The party 
was about 30 miles south of Ven­ 
ice, deep in enemy territory. 
It w-as a foggy, chilly day. Hearn 
and his men had killed and cap­ 
tured many Italian and German 
soldiers, sending prisoners to hid­ 
den Partisan camps. His orders 
were to create as much confusion 
as possible in the 
enemy 
rear 
ranks. 
At dusk his little band came to 
the banks of a river. Across it 
could be seen Chioggia, a town of 
about 37,000 persons. Crossing the 
river alone, Hearn questioned sev­ 
eral 
civilians 
leaving the city. 
They reported about 30 soldiers in­ 
side. They thought the Germans 
W'ould be willing to surrender. 
Hearn was amazed, considering the 
size of the city and its fortifica­ 
tions. 


Nabbed German 


From behind a clump of trees, 
he waited for a German soldier. 
When one passed he grabbed him. 
He told the soldier he was an 
American officer with 
a 
large 
force across the river, and in­ 
structed him to give this message 
to the commanding officer. 
He 
told him to tell the commanding 
officer to be prepared to surrender 
to him at the same spot the follow'- 
ing daybreak. 
Through the haze of a cold dawn 
next morning a jeep carrying ^wo 
German officers approached the 
road. Hearn hadn’t slept. All night 
he had been planning an attack on 
the 30 Germans with his Partisan 
band. He got in the jeep after a 
few words with the Germans, and 
drove into town. 
What 
he 
saw 
stunned 
him. 
Everywhere 
there 
w^ere 
well- 
armed German soldiers. 
He es­ 
timated that more than 1,000 w’ere 
in the city. There was no turning 
back now% how’ever. He had to see 
it through. 
Surrender Terms 
At the city hall, a monocled 
German Navy captain, flanked by 
10 junior officers, met Hearn. The 
group looked grim. In perfect Eng­ 
lish, the captain asked him to sit 
dowm and state his terms of sur­ 
render. 
‘T am in radio communication 
with the American Air Forces,” 
Hearn said, “ready to bomb the 
city in an hour. I have a regiment 
across the river. 
I offer you a 
chance to surrender.” 


At the mention of the Air Force 
the other officers began to jabber 
frightenedly. 
They huddled 
to­ 
gether, talked excitedly, and wrote 
.several things on a paper. 
The 
captain handed the paper to Hearn 
and said they would surrender 
with teiTns. 
Unbelieving, Hearn 
said he w^ould be back at two 
o'clock that afternoon to accept the 
formal 
surrender. 
The 
captain 
agreed, and Hearn wa s driven to 
the spot w^here he had been pick­ 
ed up, with one city captured but 
far from secured. 
He knew there were small par­ 
ties of British troops in armed 
jeeps operating nearby. In a des­ 
perate gamble, he sent out Parti­ 
sans to look for them. About 1:30, 
wiicn it looked hopeless, several 
British jeeps rolled up. Hearn ex­ 
plained the situation to the Brit­ 
ish lieutenant in charge. He was 
confident he could sew it up nowx 
When the jeeps rolled up to the 
center of towm, they were almost 
blocked by cheering civilians. The 
crowed w^as wild with joy. 
The German officer w^aiting in 
front of the city hall looked angry 
at the small size of the conquer­ 
ing army. The captain wanted to 
know where the regiment was. 
Hearn said he didn’t 
want 
to 
bother to bring it across the river. 
But the surrender w^as accom­ 
plished. One by one the soldiers 
filed by and laid dowm their arms. 
There were more than 1,000. The 
formal 
signing 
w’as 
done 
and 
Hearn took over. That night there 
w’^as a big celebration 
and 
the 
Germans got very drunk. 
Days 
later, advancing American troops 
w'cre amazed to find the city al­ 
ready surrendered. 
For this and other action in Italy 
behind enemy lines, Hearn receiv­ 
ed the Silver and Bronze Stars.

Higher wages without a corresponding 
increase in productivity are inflationary. 
Nothing is gained unless higher wages mean 
more goods and services, more customers 
and more good job s. This requires individual 
application to the job in hand and technologi­ 
cal progress all along the line—b etter w ays of 
doing all the things that must b e done to 
produce and deliver products to customers 
at reasonab le prices. This takes time. 
A minority, b y monopoly or b y pressure 
group aaion, may temporarily profit at the 
expense of others.
